to ſay, for profir and Commoditie that Pope(®)Boniface 
the ninth, didcauſcit to be celebrated and folemnized 

in the yeare of our Lord 1400. for hemadcit a meere 
warket and faire for pardons and indulgences. For profit 

and Commoditic likewiſe was it that Pope (®) Xiſ{as the 

fourth reduced the ſolemnization thereof in the yeare

In (®) Texedes the puniſhment was that the 
delinquenrs of both ſexes ſhould be beheaded:in ſudes 
they were ſtoned. Among the old Germanes the punilh- 
ment of the Adultereſſe was firſt to haue her haire cut off 
and tobe baniſht from her husbands houſe, and after. 
wards to be whipt naked throughout eyery ſtreet of the 
Towne. Amongſt the Pyſades, they were carried vpon 
an Aﬀe,thcir head towards the Ales rayle, Among rhe 
(*®) Aeyptians, the woman had hey noſe cut off, and the 
man his privie membe1s : which Law was pur in exccu- 
tion by the Romances and the Grecians, Carbs among the 
Romances was bereaved of his privie members, becauſe

his enemics one of them to be his fricnd. Or ſuch as 
ſtifleand ſmoother yp Cauſes incorners, which would 
be heard in publike, and in the view of the world, 
Which CAztizonus reproved in his Brother Marſtas, 
who having a ſuire depending, defired that it might nor 
be mat in publikeg and in the view of the world :;

And which is reproved in Henoriue by 
his beloved Siſter, (* ) Honorine being accuſtomed to 
put his hand vato writings before he had peruſed them, 
which his Siſter perceiving, and obſerving many in- 
convenicnces toarile by reaſonthercot, and having a 
defire to beate him from it ; cauſed'a Writing to be 
erawne, by which he ſhould promiſe her in marriage 
roaman of an ignoble condition, farre inferior vnro 
her in every degree, whichthe Lady having gotren into 
her hands, came vnto Honorime vpon her knees and de- 
fired him that ſhee might haue the priviledge of the 
meaneſt ſubje& within his Dominion, and that ſhee 
mighr nor be enforced to marry ſuch a one as ſhe could 
neither like nor louc.

The name of Sheriffe, Viſcount, Comes,and Procomes 
was ever honorable, amongſt the Germanes ( as Taciine 
obſcrues ) none were named Comites but ſuch as were 
principibus in Confilys , and amongſt the Romanes the 
Councell of the Empcrour were called Ceſars(r) Comi- 
tatws, who were vied in ſecretis, or in remoris . Thoſe 
which were ſed in ſecrets, were much honared and had 
acceflero the Emperour at all times, and vpon all occa- 
ſions : thoſe — ved inmoreremots, were ho- 


nored likewiſe, though not ja ſo high a degree as the -

am the Conquerour, who was the firſt that made it he- 

reditary ; for he having ſubdued the Kingdome, the aft-

vers Counts as Overſcers and Watchmen of certaine 
Counties; who becauſerhey weremuch wich the King 
had Viſcounts, who didexecute the Kings Command 
in theſe Counties, ſo that the Office of (* )Yicecomes 
was cven from the Conqueſt, though the hereditary 
digniric of (3) Yiſconnts were not knowne wntill thetime 
of King Henry the ſixth in theſe parts, or vnrill the dayes 
of King Hemry the firſt and King Stephen. But not long 
after the very firſt Creation of their Office, did thele 
Vicecomites and their ſubordinate Officers, breake forth 
into divers outrages,and began to pill and pole the peo.

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honor it is ſtill vnto him. But in the execution of this 
place itisnot, and why ? becauſe by abulſc it is become 
tpnominious,and contemptible.[t is worthy our paines 
therefore to enquire where the fault is. Is it in the Vice. 

I wiſh I could fay no, but I cannot zfor he doth 
depute ſuch ſubordinate Miniſters and Officers vnder 
him, as doe pill and pole the people, Ifa Biſhop be ne-

auper Rex in oratione 5*%,  Himfſelfe had done it. If an Officer be never ſo regular 
and confine himſelfe to take no other fees, than are al. 
lowed by the Lawesand Statutes of the Realme, yet if 
his ſubordinate Clarks ſhall prey vpon and exaR of the 
Client, it is all one to the Client, it the Officer himſelfe 
had done it, If a Sheriffe benever ſo juſt,and his inten- 
rions never ſo good, yet if he commit the deputation of 
his Officeto ſuch as prey vpon the Common-wealth, 
itisall one to the Common- wealth if the Sheriffe him. 
felfe did it : therefore it behooveth men in authoritie to 
hauea ſpeciall eyc and regard whom they doe vic inthe 
managing of their affaires z for that the Law will tell 
them, what they doe by another in caſe of depuration, 
they doe it by themſelues.

If vnder thar value, for the 
firſt offence he is to be branded with the ignominious 
name of Theft ;and if he be a freeman, he is robe ba- 
niſhe for a certaine time, If of a ſervile condition, he is 
to vndergoe the puniſhment which Commanders vic

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to inflit vpon ſuch ſouldicrs as forſake their Colours ; 
and is called (*) Fuſtuarium, baſtinadoing : for the ſe- 
cond offence he is to be branded with the ignominious 
name of an old Theife, and to looſe one of his cares. 

For the third offence,he is to be branded with the name 
of a notorious old Thcife, and to ſuffer death as in caſe 
he had taken away the value of v.s.By the Lawes of the 
Kingdome of England, whoſoever taketh away any 
thing trom any man ro aboue the value of xij, d, his lite 
may be queſtioned for the ſame ; if vnder that value, 
then to be ſtockr and whipr, 

Raftic: Sir,in my opimion,the Lawes of England doe 
very much vnder-value the life of man, 

Iarid: No cenainly;for no puniſhment can be great 
enough for ſuch,who having eyes, and hands, and legs, 
and limmes, and are able to purchaſe a livelihood 
to themſelues, even in the moſt barren parts ofthe 
world, will yct notwithſtanding roue vp and downe, 
beg and ſteale, and expoſe themlclues rather to an igno- 
minious dcath for atrifle at home, then vndergoe any 
labour, or adventure themſclues inthe face of their c- 
nemies abroad, where honour isto be found, giving 
occaſion thereby to our neighbouring friends beyond 
the Seas,to condemne our Lawes,and to magnifie their 
owne, For that in all their Coaſts there are not fuch 
mendicant vagrant perſons to be ſeene, The Lawes of 
(*) Dracodid puniſh him in an equall degree, that had 
ſtolne but an Apple, with him that had ſtolnean Oxe, 
Yetthe Lawgivers did notalwaycs giue full reynes to 
thoſe Lawes, but ſet them*in a Table, as they did the 
Drgon abouc the Iudiciall ſeate, ro thererror of the 
beholder.

Inrid: Yes certainly, asI will ſhew you in two me- 
morable examples of the Romanes, & one of the Tarkes, 
Regulus, a Rowane, being taken Captive by the Cartha- 
givians, was lent vnto Rome ypon this Embaſhe, either 
to procure ſo many Captive Carthaginians, which rhe 

ns had taken,to be ſent home vinto Carthage for his 
ranſome,or cls heto returne againe:but before he tooke 
his journey, they cauſcd him to take an oath, thar if he 
did not procure their releaſe, that then he himſclfe 
ſhould recurne to Carthage. (*) Regwins went according- 
ly, and comming vnto Rome he relarcd vntothe Senate 
the cauſe of his comming ; the Rowanes overioyed with 
the ſight of their Rega/azs, being one that had deſerved 
well ofthem,granted what he dclired before they knew 
what his deſire was; which he taking moſt kindly, yer 
a 5 4afh. Ef 3 rcfufing 
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refuſing their kindneſſe, after ſome ſhort ſtay of Con. 
gratulation with them, told them that he had a ſecond 
requeſt ynto them, which was that he might haue their 
louc and leaues ro depart from them : at which the Ro. 
wares being aſtoniſhed, and not ſo much joyecd at the 
firſt with the ſight of him, as they were now gricved

many Captive Carthaginians ſhould be delivered for the 
ranſome of one Romene,the meaneſt of which were bet- 
ter able to do them ſervice than he was, (which was the 
cauſe of his Embaſſie ) he ſaw no reaſon for it ; and thar 
they might juſtly raxe him of his negle@ of them, if he 
ſhould requeſt ſo vnreaſonable a thing of them, and ſo 
defired them as formerly that he might haue their loues 
to returne againe : with which the Romazes being yet 
not well ſatisfied, perſwaded yer further with him,thar 
as he had ever-loved them, ſo he would continue itro 
the laſt, and leaue his bones with them. My bones (a-

Pompey an{wered,/t eam,non vt vivam,neceſſe eſt, need. 
full it is that I ſhould goe, not that I ſhould liue ; for 
without me, Kewe may well ſubſiſt, but not without 
meate and drinke ; ſo in the midſt of the ſtorme,that he 
might not be thought careles of his word and promile, 
and of what he had vnder-taken, he tooke his voyage. 
(2%) dHmurah, a Turke likewiſe, having made atruce 
with the King of Hungary, and taken his oath vpon his 
LAlcaronto keepe it inviolably,turned his forces inten.

dyed. You ſhall ſce again how(<)Earle Godwin, Father to 


K ing Harold, who having conſpired the vntimely death 
of King Edward the Conf or, denyed it with many pro. 
teſtations, being charged therewith ; bur ar one time a- 
boue the reſt more ſcriouſly and ſolemnly wiſhed, that 
the bread which he had in his hand might be his laſt, 
ifever he had any ſuch thought and as he wiſhed, (o 
it betell him; for in the cating of it he was choked, 
Looke into Plutarch,and you ſhall lee how (®)Clromenes 
was pwniſhed for the breach of the Trace which be made with 
the men of Argyers.Cleomenes having madea Truce with 
themen of Areyers for ſeaven dayes, ſer vpon them in 
the night, and ſlew many of them, and being reproved 
for doing ſo, anſwered that he madea Truce bur for 
ſeaven dayes;but he eſcaped not vapuniſhed ; for as the 
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Story ſaith, aſſayling of the Citic,he had a moſt ſhame- 
full and diſgracefull repulſe by the women, which ſo 
perplext him, that he fell mad, and ript vp bis owne 
bowells.

be curb'd and kept in with the thought of ſhameand ig- 
nominie ; for as he cannot be but a poore man, and fall 
into miſery, that having nothing cares for nothing ; ſo 
he cannot be buta diſhoneſt man, that having all things 
is contented with nothing : for him that hath but alittle
